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The  populations  in  the  Mental  Hospitals  have  continued 
their  straight  line  upward  trend,  until  at  the  close  of  the  year 
there  were  21,737  patients  in  the  9 State-Owned  Mental  Hospitals. 
While  the  capacity  figures,  with  one  exception,  remain  the  same  as 
last  year,  approximately  2,650  beds  will  be  opened  within  the  next 
several  months,  which  will  definitely  alleviate  the  overcrowded 
conditions.  In  addition,  the  increased  use  of  parole  has  not  only 
provided  more  bed  space,  but  also  has  been  encouragingly  successful 
in  assisting  the  patients  to  return  to  the  community. 

Going  beyond  the  physical  aspect  of  Its  problem,  the  De- 
partment has  continued  to  maintain  personnel  standards,  and  has 
encouraged  further  research  in  the  field  of  psychiatry  during 
the  past  year. 

This  section  of  the  Annual  Report  contains  the  essential 
and  basic  data  for  the  furtherance  of  the  study  of  mental  illness, 
mental  deficiency  and  epilepsy,  as  outlined  in  the  Statistical  man- 
ual prepared  jointly  by  the  American  Psychiatric  Association  and 
the  National  Committee  for  Mental  Hygiene.  Additions,!  information 
on  costs,  maintenance,  food,  light,  heat,  and  laundry  will  be  in- 
corporated in  section  C of  the  report.

In  compiling  this  section  of  the  Sixth  Annual  Report, 
several  eignificnt  factors  should  he  emphasized. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  tables  X to  XIII,  showing  the  total  population  of  the 
State-owned  hospitals,  have  been  based  on  the  total  in  the  institu- 
tions on  May  31,  rather  than  on  the  total  on  register  as  has  here- 
tofore been  the  custom.  Therefore  in  comparing  these  figures  with 
previous  years,  totals  will  be  substantially  less. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  County  Institution  Districts, 
the  figures  on  the  totals  in  County  Mental  Hospitals  will  again  be 
on  a comparable  basis  with  the  State-owned  institutions  in  the  next 
annual  Report. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  State-owned  mental  hospi- 
tals continued  to  increase.  On  May  31,  1940,  there  were  3*6$  more 
in  the  hospitals  than  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year.  The 
county  mental  hospitals  showed  a 1.0$  increase  for  the  same  period. 

The  number  admitted  to  the  State-owned  institutions  in- 
creased from  2909  during  the  year  1938  - 1939,  to  3419  during 
1939  - 1940,  or  17.5%.  Those  received  in  the  County  Mental  Hospi- 
tals during  the  same  period  decreased  2.7#* 

The  number  admitted  during  the  year  to  the  institutions 
for  the  mentally  deficient  remained  substantially  the  same,  while 
the  total  on  register  at  the  institutions  increased  3*1$« 

The  data  enbodied  in  this  report  are  only  basic  figures; 
additional  compilations  and  statistical  analysis  on  mental  patients 
are  frequently  made,  and  are  available  in  the  offices  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Research  and  Statistics.

THE  BUREAU  OF  MENTAL  HEALTH 


The  statistical  compilations  in  regard  to  mental  patients  in  Pennsylvania  for  the  year  end- 
ed May  31,  1940  constitute  Section  A of  the  Sixth  Annual  Statistical  Report  of  the  Department  of 
Welfare.  The  tables  and  charts  refer  to  the  nine  State  owned  mental  hospitals,  the  three  State  in- 
stitutions for  mental  defectives  and  the  one  State  colony  for  epileptics,  and  the  twelve  licensed 
county  mental  hospitals,  which  also  receive  State  aid. 

The  tables  presented  do  not  by  any  means  represent  all  the  available  information  in  the 
Department  of  Welfare  concerning  mental  patients.  Through  mechanical  tabulation  of  the  coded  and 
punched  cards  of  individual  patients,  as  indicated  in  previous  reports,  almost  any  combination  of 
statistical  data  is  possible.  The  tables  selected  for  publication  are  those  believed  most  likely  to 
illustrate  the  extent  of  the  problem  in  Pennsylvania  and  to  make  it  possible  to  compare  similar  ac- 
tivities in  other  States, 

The  statistics  of  the  movement  of  population  in  the  State  mental  hospitals  show  the  nece- 
ssity for  the  further  expansion  of  institutional  accommodations  and  the  desirability  for  a compre- 
hensive building  program  for  the  future.  For  instance,  there  was  a net  increase  in  patient  popula- 
tion in  the  State  hospitals  in  1940  of  763  as  compared  with  a net  increase  of  452  in  1939.  The  larg- 
er than  usual  net  increase  is  due  to  the  addition,  towards  the  end  of  1938  of  the  Philadelphia  State 
Hospital  to  the  list  of  State  owned  institutions.  The  similar  statistics  for  the  county  mental  Hospi- 
tals for  the  same  period  are  misleading  due  to  the  fact  that  the  figures  for  Somerset  county  were  not 
received  in  time  to  be  included  in  the  current  compilation. 

In  contrast  to  the  net  increase,  there  is  the  more  encouraging  and  creditable  number  of 
patients  who  have  been  discharged  as  recovered  or  sufficiently  improved  to  remain  in  the  community. 
There  is  also  to  be  noticed  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  on  parole,  many  of  whom  will 
probably  be  formally  discharged  as  recovered  or  improved,  at  the  expiration  of  a twelve  month  leave 
of  absence,  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  in  1941  o The  average  number  of  those  on  parole  from  the 
State  owned  mental  hospitals  in  1940  was  12#  as  compared  with  11#  for  1939.  According  to  a nation 
wide  compilation  of  mental  hospital  statistics  by  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service,  about  10# 
of  all  patients  are  on  parole,  with  17#  as  the  highest  figure  in  any  one  section  of  the  country. 
Pennsylvania,  however,  has  one  hospital  reporting  19#  on  parole,  two  18#  and  several  others  well 
above  the  general  nation-wide  average. 

Table  II-the  psychiatric  diagnoses  of  3,419  first  admissions  to  the  State  mental  hospitals, 
is  interesting  as  illustrating  the  relative  frequency  and  the  trends  in  the  vurious  conditions.  The 
following  diagnostic  groupings  are  listed  in  order  of  frequency  in  1940,  for  comparison  with  1939  in 
the  Fifth  Annual  Statistical  Report:

Dementia  Praeoox  continues  to  be  the  single  largest  group,  accounting  for  over  25#  of  first  admiss- 
ions. It  has  likewise  formed  the  principal  percentage  of  the  continued  care  or  so-called  chronic 
cases*  Out  of  21,737  patients  remaining  in  the  State  mental  hospitals  on  May  31,  1940,  over  46#  were 
dementia  praeoox  cases.  The  so-called  shock  treatment,  including  not  only  insulin  and/  or  metrazol, 
but  also  the  newer  electro  shook,  is  being  more  extensively  utilized  in  dementia  praeoox  and  other 
of  the  less  favorable  oases  with  encouraging  results,  but  with  as  yet  no  perceptible  change  in  the 
percentages. 

Almost  one  third  of  the  first  admissions  were  55  years  old  or  over,  379  being  70  and  over* 
This  should  be  taken  into  consideration  in  any  study  of  the  death  rate.  As  noticed  in  the  report  of 
1939,  there  appears  to  be  a general  trend  in  most,  if  not  all  States  towards  the  admission  of  a in- 
creasing number  of  old  people.  No  doubt  this  is  to  be  expected  with  the  advancing  average  age  of  the 
population,  but  many  of  the  old  people  need  only  kindly  supervision  and  protection,  and  do  not  re- 
quire the  more  oostly  facilities  taht  should  be  available  in  every  mental  hospital.  As  pointed  out 
in  the  1939  report,  "family  care  or  boarding  out  of  suitable  patients  may  eventually  be  a partial 
solution  of  the  overcrowding  in  this  particular  department  of  the  hospitals."  In  the  meantime  an 
effort  is  made  to  avoid  unnecessary  commitment  of  old  people  to  mental  hospitals,  and  to  make  other 
arrangements  for  cases  admitted  who  are  found  to  be  "dotards"  and  not  mentally  ill. 

The  statistics  for  the  County  Mental  Hospitals  will  not  be  analyzed  in  detail  due  to  the 
absence  of  the  Somerset  County  figures.  There  are  some  striking  differences,  however,  such  as  the 
number  of  senile  oases  among  the  first  admissions-over  16#  as  compared  with  9#  in  the  State  hospi- 
tals. 

As  to  mental  defectives  or  the  so-called  feeble-minded,  there  were  398  first  admissions, 
in  spite  of  the  common  belief  that  it  is  impossible  to  have  any  cases  accepted,  and  that  few,  if  any, 
are  admitted.  It  is,  however,  still  true  that  the  Institutions  for  mental  defectives  are  filled  to 
capaoity,  with  long  waiting  lists,.  As  a result  there  is  a delay  in  the  admission  of  even  urgent 
cases.  There  has  been  a delay  in  the  opening  of  the  new  buildings,  due  to  needed  changes  and  the 
slow  process  of  securing  equipment  and  furniture.  It  is  hoped  that  very  shortly  the  new  accommoda- 
tions will  beoome  available,  so  that  the  most  urgent  oases  on  the  waiting  list  nay  be  admitted. 

The  Selinsgrove  State  Colony  for  Epileptiee  has  continued  to  be  restricted  to  the  admiss- 
ion of  selected,  able  bodied,  male  adult  patients.  In  spite  of  this,  however,  35  new  oases  were  re- 
ceived in  1940.  As  soon  as  the  new  buildings  become  available  for  occupancy,  it  will  be  possible  to 
admit  a selected  number  of  women  and  children.  Then,  too,  there  will  be  a hospital  building  equipped 
for  the  diagnostic  study  and  Intensive  treatment  of  patients. 

When  the  new  buildings  in  the  various  institutions  are  opened,  there  will  be  added  a total 
of  approximately  4,000  beds  for  mental  patients,  over  2,500  being  for  the  mentally  ill,  almost  1,000 
for  the  mentally  deficient,  and  over  400  for  epileptics.  But  this  will  not  fully  relieve  the  over- 
crowding. There  is  needed  a further  comprehensive  building  program  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
anticipated  yearly  net  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  that  from  pest  experience,  must  be  expected. 

The  statistics  are  worthy  of  greater  study  and  further  comment,  particularly  as  they  may  be 
compared  with  thoseof  former  years  and  the  results  in  other  States.  As  pointed  out  in  the  report- 
for  1939  "compilations  of  this  type  are  important  in  so  far  as  they  represent  the  careful  work  of  the 
staff  members  of  the  cooperating  institutions.  Thanks  and  appreciation  are  hereby  expressed  to  all 
who  through  their  constant  attention  and  faithful  compliance  with  regulations  have  made  this  compila- 
tion possible."
